So could the stories of Uncle Tom's

So, too, could there be drawn 
from the storehouse of sweet and bitter 
memories, many a remembrance of the 
days when men. now patriarchs, went 
forth, with smiling sweetheart on arm, 
to the town opera house or village hall,
